Sixty bombs were dropped hy the 
aircraft at South End, but most of 
them fell on the beach or in other

where they exploded harna- 
lesbly. One bomb dropped ucar a ship 
on which were 1200 Germ an civilians 
who had been Interned. 
A British aeroplane went lu pursuit 
and drove the hostile aircraft out to 
sea. A report was receive! from Rom­ 
ford that a Zeppelin had been seen iii 
the neighborhood, apparently in diffi­ 
culties, but w hether In consequence 
of unfavorable wind or of having been 
lilt was unknown. 


GAVE BABES TO SEA 


Mother Committed Her Dead Children 
to the Deep Herself. 
Cork, Ireland, May l l . — One wo­ 
man, a passenger on the Lusitania 
lost all three of her children in the 
disaster and gave the bodies of two 
of them to the sea herself, says a 
story in the Herald. 
When the ship went down she held 
up the three children in the water, 
shrieking for help. When rescued, twc 
were dead. T heir room was required, 
and the mother was brave enough to 
reuiize it. 
"Give them to m e!" she shrieked. 
Give them to me, thy bonnie wen 
tiling*. 
I will bury them. They are 
mine to bury a* they were mine to 
keep.” 
With her form ahaktng with sorrow 
she took bold of each little one from 
the rescuers and reverently placed it 
in the w ater agaiu, and people in the 
boat wept with her as she murmured 
little sobbing prayer to the great 
God above. 
Just as the rescuers were landing, 
the woman's third and only remaining 
child died.

Philadelphia, May l l . — With his 
every word measured by his respon­ 
sibility 
to 
his 
country, 
Prebident 
Woodrow Wilson declared that the at- 
11 Cued of the United Slates in the 
present crisis was directed toward se 
curing peace. 
fifteen thousand persons within the 
tre a t Convention Hall heard these pa 
rifle declarations with mingled emo­ 
tions. 
Pour thousand of these had 
foresworn allegiance to the foreign 
potentates, many of whom are now at 
grips. It was a welcome to theso fcs 
tar sous of Miss Columbia that the 
occasion itself sprang Into being. 
It was an occasion frelghed with 
momentous and impressive conditions, 
dad none knew that better than the 
aHm, pale mau who was giving lo the 
•a rid America’s message in the pres­ 
to ! situation, and who represented in 
hit words Amel lea s official attitude 
toward those witiiout who have caused 
hat grave danger and much concern. 
A nation too proud to fight was the 
fcejuole of the speech made by Presi­ 
dent Wilson. In a pacific solution of 
our present troubles be had an abiding 
faith, resting largely in the wisdom 
with which the people accepted condi­ 
tions and the trust lu a divine provi­ 
dence which would m ark the national 
future. 
The president among other tbangs 
•ald 
"Fellow citizens, such a reception 
aa this warms my heart. It la not of 
myself I wish to think, but of this 
great body of citizenship. This is the 
only country in the world which ex- 
perieoces its constant aud repeated 
re birth. Other countries depend upon 
the multiplication of their native pop­ 
ulation. 
This country la constantly 
strengthened from a new source by 
voluntary association with it. 
"So, by the gift of the free will of 
an independent, our strength is being 
constantly renewed by the name pro 
cess by which it was originally Creal 
fd. it ta as if humanity had deter 
defied to aet that this nation, founded 
the benefit of humanity, should 
not lack the support of the people of 
th# world. 
"W hat does citizenship mean? 
it 
means allegiance to no one unless It 
bt God. It (ertaiuly does not mean al­ 
legiance to those who 
temporarily 
represent this government, it uieuu* 
allegiance to a great ideal, great prin­ 
ciple* and a great hope of the human 
race. You have come to America not 
only lo earn a living, but to help for­ 
ward a great enterprise of the hu­ 
man spirit. 
"There Is but one utterance which 
you make, it is this longing for liberty 
aud justice, while you bring with you 
naturally ail the ideas of the country 
from whit ii you coma, you are bring 
lag the best of the spirit of that coun­ 
try, but you are not looking back to 
perpetuate the system s you have be 
hind you. 
“ You can't dedicate yourselves to 
America unless you become thorough 
Americans. 
You can't become thor- 
eugb Americans as you think of your­ 
selves lit a group. America does not 
consist of groups. The man who thinks 
he is part of a group is not ready to 
-ome an Am trh an citizen yet. 
"The man who trails his nationality 
with him is not worthy to become of 
the Stars and Stripes. 
"Peace is the healing and elevating 
Influence of the world. There is such 
§ thing aa a man boing too proud to 
fight. There Is such a thing as a nation 
belug so far in tile right that it dees 
net have to use force to show it is 
right. 
America 
touches 
all 
sides, 
touches elbow and elbow on all sides 
with mankind. 
"My ugent advice to you would be 
no! always to think first of America, 
but also of humanity. You do not love 
hum anity if you seek to divide hu- 
maul tv into jealous camps. Humanity 
cannot be welded together by jeal­ 
ousy or hatred. America was created 
to unite mankind by the passions that 
uplift and not those 
that 
debase. 
Sometimes a man is fortunate if he 
baa to work only with his hands and 
not with his head. We can t exempt 
you from work. We can only make 
wprk light in the spirit It Is carried." 
At the conclusion of his address the 
audience rose to its feet and cheered 
and waved flags more than a minute, 
evidencing an enthusiasm and a pa­ 
triotic feeling that fairly swept o u t oft 
hit feet.
